London, July 4.—The women’s 
emancipation bill which has been 
before the house of commons for 
some time was defeated today by 
a vote:of 100 to 85. The motion 
to reject was offered by Major Wal- 
dorf Astor. 

Major Astor announced that the 
government next week intended to 
introduce a bill to take the place 
of the emancipation bill. This bill 
would place. men. and women on 
equal terms in civil and judicial 
matters. The measure, Major Astor 
said, will be wide and comprehen- 
sive. 


The women’s emancipation bill 
was backed by the labor party. It 
was offéred by its spOnsor to bring 
about political and legal equality of 
men and women in Great Britain. 
Among other disqualifications of 
women to be removed by the bill 
was that preventing women from 
sitting in the house of lords.

Harbor Grace, N. F.—The Hand- 
hey-Page bombing plane, originally 
entered by Vice Admiral Mark Kerr 
for the London Daily Mail trans- 
Atlantic contest, started at 4:15 
o'clock (New York time) this after- 
noon on an attempted non-stop 
flight to New. York, Vice-Admiral 
Mark Kerr ‘and his crew of three 


“*hope’' to land tomorrow morning at 


Mineola in ample time to join in the 
greeting of the British dirigible, 
R-34. 

The distance from Harbor Grace 
to Mineola is approximately 1,075 
miles, and the fliers, counting on 
strong beam winds, estimated the 
flight probably would take between 
12 and 15 hours.- With favoring 
winds, it could have been made in 
about 10 hours, as the big biplane 
is capable of developing an engine 
speed of 95 to 103 miles an hour.

Paris, July 4.—The peace confer- 
ence has heard the Polish delegates 
on the subject of eastern Galicia, 
where the conference desires to see 
a large measure of home rule con- 
ceded as soon as possible. The coun- 
cil of four decided that eastern 
Galicia should be given an autono- 
mous government previous to the 
calling of a plebiscite, which shall 
decide its international status, 
Premier Paderewski proposed a 
plan which, having been discussed 
by representatives of the great pow- 
ers, was regarded as fairly satis- 
factory. It is not believed that a 
plebiscite will be called for a fon- 
siderable time. 

Ex-Ambassador Morgenthau and 
his colleagues, who have been ap- 
pointed to proceed to Poland, where 
they will make an inquiry relative 
to pogroms, have discussed the syb- 
ject with the Polish delegates who 
gave exhaustive information and ap- 
parently convinced Mr. Morgenthau 
of the sincerity of the Polish gZOv- 
ernment’s resolve to treat the Jew- 
ish inhabitants on a footing of ab- 
solute equality with the Polish ‘pop- 
ulation.

Dead Reported. 

February 21, 1918: Paymaste> 
House, of the Texas Oil company, 
killed on a launch in Chijol canal.

‘nected with the Island Oil company, 


who came to the aid of House, were 
wounded. The Mexicans secured 
about $7,000 of the pay roll money. 

June 29: Alfred Esparola, ma- 
chinist; L. R. Millard, assistant cash- 
ier; A. Dunn, warehouse clerk, 
and H. M. Cooper, commissary clerk, 
all Americans, employed by the Mex- 
ican Gulf Oil company and Natividad 
Flores, a Mexican foreman, were 
killed by five armed Mexicans four 
miles above the Fiscal wharf at 
Tampico. The Mexicans secured $35,- 
562 American money. 

July 24: A Porto Rico pipe line 
foreman, name unknown here, of 
the Cortez Oil company, was killed 
by Mexican marauders, 

July 31:. A. W. Stevenson. cash- 
ier of the Texas Oil company, shot 
in the back and killed as he was 
bending to open the safe at the 
demand of the Mexicans. 

December 17: J. M. Franklin ana 
W, H. Rose, of the Transcontinen- 
tal company, disappeared. Their 
bodies were found some weeks later 
on an island in the canal, showing 
that they had been shot. 

June 17, 1918: John W. Correll, 
shot by Mexicans on his farm near 
Colonia, his wife outraged and his 
son wounded. 

July 1: Leroy Moye murdered by 
Mexicans. 

The Tepetate district, where Leroy 
murdered last Tuesday, 
has been controlled by the Carranza 
forces since Carranza came _ into 
power. This district has been one 
of the most seriously affected parts 
of the oil fields. 

Many Robberies. 


The following incidents in the 
Tepetate district have been report- 
ed to the state department: 

On March 5, 1918, the camp of the 
Metropolitan Oil company was rob- 
bed by armed soldiers of $1,341.70 
Mexican gold. On April 6 workmen 
at the Texas Oil company camp were 


robbed of 100 pesos, and the follow- 
‘ing day, April 


7, they were again 
robbed of a similar amount. April 
12 the foregoing employees of the 
Metropolitan Oil company were sub- 
jected to gross indignities, stood in 
a row in front of leveled guns while 
all their personal property was 
taken, after which some of them 
eruelly beaten by the soldiers be- 
cause they did not have more money, 
and finally the camp commissary 
was robbed of all eatables and 
$323.99 Mexican gold. 

On April 18 the pump station canip 
of the Mexican Gulf company was 
robbed of $259.47. The same day the 


-_ production camp of the Texas Wil 


company was looted, and Theo Riv- 
ers, an American, was robbed of all 
his belongings. May 6, J. H. Scott, 
an American employee of the Mexi- 
ean Gulf company, was_ seriously 
wounded hy machetes and daggers. 
On May 12 a drunken Mexican scl- 
dier entered the Cortez Oil company 
His com- 
panions thought he was dead and 
announced that they would murder 
every man in camp. Before they 
could accomplish this, however, one 
of the workmen succeeded in awak- 
ening the drunken soldier and the 
wholesale murder was avoided. 


Much Money Taken. 

The Metropolitan Oil company was 
robbed on May 20 of $103 Mexican 
gold. Two days later Rox Under- 
wood, an American, employed by the 
Mexican Gulf company, was robbed 
of $1,049.49, and the station camp 
of $163.30. On June 9 the -Aguitar 
company was robbed of $967. On 
June 24, 99,000 barrels of oil was 
burned and the entire district nar- 
'Towly escaped destruction by an in- 
cendiary fire set by Mexicans. On 
July 31, A. W. Stevenson, an Amer- 
ican, was killed in this district. On 
December 18, John I. Newell, of the 
Mexican Oil company; C. A. Monsees

living by all possible means.” 


Rome, July 4.—The general con- 
federations of labor will meet here 
tomorrow to arrange the proposed 
24-hour general strike in Italy in 
line with the plan announced to- 
day by the international labor con- 
ferenee at Southport, England. The 
strike in Italy, as in France and 
England, will continue throughout 
Monday, July 21.

sistant secretary general of the la- 

bor federation and French delegate 
to the Southport conference, con- 
cerning “direct action,” says: 

“It is not a strike. The labor 
party was not qualified to take this 
decision. The question of a politi- 
cal strike must be examined by the 
trade unions in their congress in 
September. Even the triple alliance, 
bold as it is, can not enter this 
path by itself. It is convoking for 
July a conference of union dele- 
gates. This conference will doubt- 
less’ resolve on a referendum and 
it is only in the évent of the refer- 
endum being favorable that the 
movement will take place. 

“Of course, it will be no longer a 
question of 24 or 48 hours, but of a 
movement without limit. The strike 
will only finish when the objects are 
attained. Meanwhile the organiza- 
tions will carry on an_ energetic 
campaign in the sense indicated at 
Southport and on July 21 they will 
hold vast meetings which are bound 
to influence public opimion and the 
government.” 

On the other hand, Damoulin 
points out that the French general 
me ert federation is free to order a 
strike. 


Silk an Industry of India.

There are one million ptople in 
India engaged in the production of 
silk. Caterpillars -and moths of 
the mulberry silk industry of India 
are entirely domesticated creattres. 
The Indians collect the cocoons 
spun by caterpillars and allow them 
to hatch. The females are kept 
until they lay eggs and when the 
caterpillars are large enough they 
are placed on trees, to feed. When 
a tree is stripped, a piece of cloth 
is hung. from a limb and the cater- 
pillars crawl onto it and are moved 
to another tree. 

Tasar, or tussore silk, comes from 
China and Japan. Muga silk is ‘a 
product of Assan. Er silk comes 
from caterpillars which feed on-the 
castor oil plant. It is of great 
value in India, because it is the 
only silk that can be spun from 
cocoons without killing the insects

Dog Fights an Iguana.

E. Kay Robinson, the natura®st, 
who has been appointed by the 
council of the Royal Zoological so- 
ciety as guide lecturer in the Lon- 
don, England, gardens, 
his firs¢ tour. 

One can see a good deal of the 
zoo in two hours 
Robinson allows himself), 
when one goes intelligently to 
work, studying the creatures and 
not being content with a cursory 
glance. 

One of Mr. Robinson’s most in- 
terested listeners was a tiny girl, 
who happened to be studying the 
tortoises on her own account when 
the party arrived at their peaceful 
habitation. Mr. Robinson was just 
then talking about the lizard tribe, 
and was describing the fights he 
used to witness in India between 
his bull terrier and an iguana. As 
he told how the dog, having wait- 
ed until the iguana had lashed 
around its tail and missed him, 
would jump into partial victory, 
the child’s eyes grew rounder and 
rounder, and she drew her breath 
so quickly. that no narrator could 
have desired a handsomer tribute to 
his. powers. 

Mr. Robinson’s language is as 
simple as thet of a fairy tale, and 
the beasts are never called by their 
Latin names. 

The difference between crocodiles 
and alligators was briefly explained 
to be a matter of teeth. This led 
to a graphic account of a fight be- 
tween alligators. Standing up to 
their full height—which is not so 
inconsiderable as those who have 
not seen them at bellicose moménts 
might think—they strike at each 
other with their mightv tails.

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Would Have Germany 
Take Hindenburg or Lu- 
dendorff as Dictator. 
Blames the Socialists.

London, July 4.—There are still 
people in Germany who believe that 
a military dictatorship under Luden- 
dorff or Hindenburg is practical. 
Colonel Bauer, late of the genera] 
etaff, has just published a pamphlet 


on “The Delusion of a Peace of Un- 
derstanding.” His object, the pref- 
ace states, is “to lead all Germans 
without distinction of party, along 
a path by which the ruin designed 
for the nation may be avoided.” The 
method is to praise Ludendorff and 
Hindenburg, and to blame Prince 
Max of Baden and the socialists for 
the collapse of Germany. 

Prince Max of Baden and the ma- 
jority socialists have always main- 
tained that the hand of the govern- 
ment was forced in the end of last 
September, because Ludendorff and 
Hindenburg declared that the Ger- 
man front would collapse unless an 
armistice were obtained within 
twenty-four hours. Their case, in 
short, is that it was not until the 
army had declared itself beaten that 
the government surrendered. 

Colonel Bauer endeavors to refute 
this and to rehabilitate the gener- 
als. He quotes the hitherto unpub- 
lished text of a memorandum by 
Ludendortf read at a meeting of the 
party leaders of the‘ reichstag on 
October 2, 1918. According to this 
document, Ludendorff urged that 
“neither the army nor the civilians 
must do anything that would show 
weakness. ...On the contrary, both 
must stand firmer than ever. Whilst 
overtures for peace are being made, 
there must be a united front, so 
that the enemy may realize that, 
unless they offer an acceptable 
peace, there is a resolute determina- 
tion to continue the war.” 


Anxious for Armistice. 


According to Bauer, neither Hin- 
denburg nor Ludendorff regarded 
the army as beaten. But they fore- 
saw that civilian weakness and the 
Avilian “delusion about a 
peace” would befores long corrupt 
the army, and they were therefore 
anxious to get an armistice whilst 
the army was sftjj unbeaten and 
powerful. 

The moral of the pamphlet ts: 
Trust the army and its leaders and 
not the present government of 
Germany. 

Captain Persius, the well-known 
German naval authority, writig in 
the Berliner Tageblatt, describes the 
naval terms as ‘“‘a sacrifice, but a 
sacrifice than can be endured.” 

Captain Persius is dubious even 
about the wider uses of a navy. 
Twenty or thirty years ago, he says. 
it was laid down in the text books 
of naval instruction that Germany 
required a fleet “to protect ner 
coasts, her trade, and her colonies.” 
With regard to the colonies, 


which every German must now 
ognize. “The decisive battles 


be fought in Europe.” Tirpitz ac- 
cepted the correctness of this view, 
and, to support the existence of a 
great navy, invented the “insurance 
idea.” “Our navy,’ he said, “must 
be so powerful that every one will 
be afraid to attack us.” The events 
of 1914 and 1918 “knocked that idea 
on the head,” and as German over- 
sea trade disappeared with the war, 
that reason for a large navy also 
vanished. Captgin Persius says that 
in future Germany must’ rely on 
the league of nations for the secur- 
ity of such oversea,trade as she 
may come to have. And he points 
out that Holland. Norway and Swed- 
en, each of which has an important 
commercial fleet, do not rely on 
navies to protect their trade. 


Says England Rules Seas. 


Pear Admiral] Hollweg, writing in 
the Vossische Zeitung, says bitterly 
that when the Germans get ® the 
league of nations, for which they 
vearn, they will find that there is 
no more naval war, because Eng- 
land rules all the seas and oceans. 
What the English could not obtain 
by fighting, the absolute destruction 
of German seapower, they have con- 
trived with systematic completeness 
in the terms of peace. 

He quotes from Friedrich List, 
writing in 1843: 

“The sea is the military highway 
of the globe, the parade ground of 
the nations, the arena for the might 
and the enterprise of all the peopies, 
the cradle of freedom. He who has 
no share of the sea is shut off from 
all the pleasures and honors of the 
earth. A nation without ships is 
a bird without wings, a fish without 
fins, a toothless lion, a knight with 
a wooden sword, a helot amongst 
men. The flag is the crown on the 
head of a nation.” ; 

A navy, the rear admiral says, is 
merely the symbol and the protector 
of sea power, in which he includes 
merchant vessels, free trade, colon- 
ies, imports and exports, atl the 
financial, industrial and commercial 
life of a nation. These have gone 
from Germany—gone, not by her de- 
feat, but by the cold cunning of the 
British. 

He is extremely angry because the 
English did not conduct naval war 
in the way that was expected of 
them. The German navy was de- 
signed to meet the enemy and defeat 
it on the high seas. But the treaeh- 
erous and cowardly English did not 

splay the game. They won the war 
‘without riskine the decisive action 
in which he has no doubt but that 
they would have been destroyed. 
The shadowy comfort that he is able 
to cherish is provided by an analysis 
of the battle of Jutland and of the 
comments of the:English press upon 
it. There was none of the “Nelson 
touch” about that fight, he seys. 
And yet these degenerate English 
have won the war!

HOLLAND’S COURSE 

AS TO EXTRADITION. 

_ Amsterdam, July 4.—There Is 
‘nothing to prevent the former Ger- 
man emperor-or the former crown 
prince from leaving Holland at their 
pleasure, according to a high gov- 
ernment authority at The Hague, 
quoted by The Amsterdam Telegrapf 
correspondent. If either of them 
should leave, however,~the official 
quoted said, the surprise of their de- 
parture would be “unpleasant both 
for the Dutch government and the 
Dutch people.” . 

“Should there come, however, a 
demand for the former kaiser’s ex- 
tradition,’’ the official said in an in- 
terview, “and should he then want 
to depart suddenly, it is possible 
he would be preveuced. He can, ac- 
cording to the law of extradition, 
be ‘arrested,’ at the request of a 
foreign government, but a demand 
for his extradition must be made 
within a certain period. 

“When the demand for extradi- 
tion comes it will be examined in 
the light of laws and treaties first. 
The law to be considered is the ex- 
tradition law, article 11, which spec- 
ifies offenses for which foreigners 
will not be extradited. Extradition 
also igs subjected to a2 number of 
other restrictions, formalities and 
guarantees. Should there come a 
demand which is technically correct 
and in order the government must 
first obtain the advice of the tri- 
bunal under whose legal jurisdiction 
the person wanted is residing. 
Amerongen being in: the department 
of Utrecht, the tribunal of that de- 
partment would have to decide 
whether the former emperor should 
be extradited. 

The former kaiser must be heard 
by a tribunal. The hearing may 
take place en camera and at that 
hearing he could be represented by 
counsel. Within fourteen days aft- 
er the hearing the tribunal must 
inform the minister of justice of its 
decision, whereupon the government 
would act. 

The Telegraaf correspondent says 
the Dutch government intends,to ad- 
here strictly to a judicial point of 
view and “to put it mildly, it is very 
doubtful whether the extradition 
would be permitted.”

Belgian Prelate Removes 
Questions Caused by 
Summons to Rome in 
1916—Sympathy Ex- 
pressed. |

Brussels, June 15.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—Cardinal Mercier on 
Sunday caused a long pastoral 
letter to be read in all the 
churches with the object of remov- 
ing uncertainties which have been 
expressed regarding his visit to the 
pope in 1916, 

The cardinal states that when it 
became known that the pope had 
summoned him to Rome, the Ger- 
mans circulated the rumor that it 
was in order that he should receive 
a reprimand from his spiritual chief. 
It was further said that if he went 
away he would never come back. He 
warned the vatican, which touw i 
preliminary precaution of obtaining, 
first by telegram, then by letter, a 
formal declaration that no obstacles 
would be placed to his return. 

“Despite all these measures of 
Wise foresight, it came about that 
the day before I was to leave Rome 
German diplomacy attempted to 
withdraw its word and bar my re- 
turn journey. With calm energy the 
vatican stood firm. It declared that 
if any attempt were made upon my 
liberty the telegraphic and written 
correspondence relating to my jour- 
ney would be published. The im- 
perial diplomacy yielded. The next 
day I was able to start without im- 
pediment. 

Welcomed by Holy Father. 

“Instead of a reprimand, which 
according to the German version, 
awaited me, I met with the most 
affectionate reception from the holy 
father. He received me with open 
arms, granted me on several occa- 
sions audiences lasting hours, al- 
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By Fiprence Weston Thompson. 

Washington, July 4.—(Special.)— 
There is now pending in congress 
house resolution 4870, which, if en- 
acted into law, will levy an immense 
protective tariff on American farm- 
ers for the benefit of an attempted 
potash industry in this country. 

This resolution proposes, first, to 
regulate the importation of potash 
through a system of licenses issued 
by the secretary of the interior: 
second, to fix a maximum price of 
$2.50 per unit on all potash, whether 
domestic or imported, sold in this 
country. The purpose of this meas- 
ure is to protect the attempted 
American potash, industry against 
foreign competition. 

In a letter from Lem B. Jackson, 
director of the Georgia State Bureau 
of Markets, addressed to’ Represen- 
tative William C. Wright, Mr. Jack- 
son declares that this bill is, in 
reality, an attempt to take out of 
the pockets of the American farm- 
ers $50,000,000 or more annually for 
the protection of speculative in- 
terests whose potash’ experiment 
will probably, in spite of their pro- 
tection, amount to nothing. 

German Potash. 


In ‘part the letter reads as follows: 
“Prior to the war the American 
farmer bought German potash in 
commercial fertilizer at a price of 
about $1 per unit. This was not a 
competitive price, but was a mo- 
nopoly price, and included a sub- 
Stantial tax levied by the German 
government, which made it higher 
than the price paid by other coun- 
tries for German potash. Now that 
Alsace has been restored to France. 
that country will be able to enter 
the markets of the world as a large 
producer of potash in competition 
with Germany. Under these cir- 
cumstances American farmers ought 
to be able to get cheaper potash 
than they have ever gotten before. 

“But instead of allowing the 
American farmer to derive the bene- 
fit from this new competition. it is 
proposed that he should pay for the 
next two years a price of $2.50 per 
unit fixed by the United States gov- 
ernment for the protection of the 
so-called potash industry in this 
country. It is further proposed that 
the American farmer during the 
third year of the operation of the 
pending bill shall pay a price of 
$2 o0 per unit and during the fol- 
lowing seven years shall] pay a price 
of $1.50 per unit.

“On March 16, when these lines | 
were communicated to you for the 
first time, many failed to notice the 
particular significance which cir- 
cumstances lent this written declar- 
ation.” 

The cardinal then recalls the at- 
tempt of the so-called council of 
Flanders (thé pro-German Ilaming- 
ant organization) to persuade the 
pope that he was betraying the in- 
terests of hig diocesans and the Bei- 
gian people. The nuncio refused 
to convey the message requesting his 
dismissa?, and the council of Fland- 
ers had to send it to Rome by an in- 
direct route, Rome never even men- 
tioned it to the cardinal. 

Pope Could Not Interfere. 


The cardinal then proceeds to ask | 
what more the popé could have done 
by way of protest against German 
proceedings than he did. While the- 
ology forbids participation in an 
unjust war, the German soldiers, as 
individual consciences, “already pre- 
disposed by nationalist egotism to 
intoxicate themselves with false- 
hood,” could net be blamed if they 
had no doubts as to the justice of 
their cause or the duty of obeying 
thei rofficers. If the pope had ut- 
tered to the masses convinced that 
they were accomplishing an heroic 
duty the anathema. “You are injur- 
ing morality and offending God. way 
down your arms,” these masses 
would probably have’ refused to 
obey, and innumerable acts which | 
were formally innocent, being in 

spired by ignorance and good faith, 
would have been transformed intvu 
acts gravely culpable. Who could 
have dared, he asks, to assume re- 
sponsibility for this immense up- 
setting of consciences? 

In the course of a reply to a re- 
cent address from the Belgian*bish- 
ops the pope stated: 

“We have never ceased to occupy 
ourselves with the restitution to 
your dear nation of its full political, 
military and economic independence, 
as also with the reparation of dam- 
ages she has suffered. We are fully 
conscious of having done for Bel- 
gium and her people all that was 
possible for us, all that the radiant 
charity of Christ and the tenderest 
paternal affection canld suggest. 

The Soir, which publishes the text 
of the pastoral in full, while paying 
tribute to Cardinal Mercier’s atti- 
tude during the war, remarks that, 
while the pope may not have ceased 
to evince in his correspondence and 
conversations the greatest sympathy 
with Belgium, all the vaticans 
public arts had been in favor cf 
Germany and Austria.

It was thought 
that in Dempsey’s great anxiety to rush the fight to a quick conclusion 
he would lay himself open to Willard’s mighty right straight lead so 


quickly followed by his left upper cut. 


Dempsey quickly ,allayed all ap- 
‘prehensions his’ friends may have 
“had and somewhat pleased Willard’s 
supporters by jumping into rough- 
house work before he had been in 
the ring ten seconds. 

For the first time probably in 
American history of prize fighting, 
the titleholder. was Knocked down 
four successive times within the 
first three minutes of fight. Just 
how it happened, there are few vet, 
except the moving picture camera 
that can tell how it came about so 
quick, fast and pronoucedly did 
Dempsey accomplish the work. 

When the men first stepped in the 
center of the ring, both with guards 
well up, Willard towered yonder 
and gone above the challenger. It 
looked a matter of impossibility for 
Dempsey to even budge the bigger 
man by the aid of a sledgehammer, 
say nothing of padded fists, but be- 
fore the round had gone fully 60 sec- 
onds the younger man showed his 
ability to break through'the guard 
of the titleholder. Almost at will 
be landed his right and left in Wil- 
lard’s face, striking both on the 
cheeks, on the chin and at will. 
He did just what it was thought 
impossible for him to accomplish. 
He reached up to hit his taller adver- 
sary and at the same time protected 
himself by a guard Dempsey has 
never before shown.

Jt was easily apparent to the 65,- 
000 people who looked upon the 
ring that Willard was badly dazed 
by the rain of blows administered 
by the challenger. Not only was 
he dazed, but a red trickle com- 
ing down his lip, cheek and just 
helow the eve, showed that Demp- 
sey had either opened an old wound 
or had inflicted a new one. 

So dazed, Willard, the big man, 
realized that he was ina tight fix. 
still he made no effort to avoid his 
agile contender. On the contrary 
he made a rush and a drive for 
Dempsey’s face and succeeded in 
landing his first blow of the fight. 
That blow struck Dempsey squarely 
on the chin. but it was glancing. 
and did him little harm. The force 
Willard put behind the blow turned 
him away from the challenger and 
in an instant the younger man land- 
ed another strong one on Willard’s 
left jaw, sending him to the floor 
for the second time, within the first 
two minutes of the first round.

But his showing was not suf- 
ficient to revive the hopes of his 
supporters and admirers. The work 
of that round, however, enthused 
Dempsey’s supporters more than 
ever and around the ringside hets 
of from 10 and 100 to a single dol- 
lar were occasionally heard. 

Whether or not any of the se 
were taken, except by elbow com- 
nanions, it is imnossible to say. As 
Willard sought his corner at the end 
of the second he was still bleeding 
profusely on the left side of his face, 
face, while his exporations showed 
great quantities of blood as he 
washed his mouth.

WEAR HUFF’S 
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G. C. Williams Explains the 
Plan as Worked Out in 
South Carolina. 


A visitor in Atlanta on Friday 
was G. Croft Williams, of Colum- 
bia, secretary of the South Carolina 
state board of charities and of cor- 
rections, who conferred with local 
officials of the American Red Cross, 
particularly with regard to the work 
of the home service section, 
whose field is similar to that over 
which he exercises supervision. 

Mr. Williams also discussed with 
leaders here who are interested tin 
the move, the possibility of the crea- 
tion in Georgia of sieh a state 
board as that which South Carolina 
has. He explained that board of 
charities and correetions in his state 
has supervisory power of an advi- 
sory and visitorial nature over all 
institutions or associations for the 
care, training or custody of delin- 
quents. Only three other southern 
states—North Carolona, Virginia and 
Tennessee—have such an organiZa- 
tion, Mr. Williams said. 

The state committee, which 1s 
actively interested in securing the 
necessary legislation by the present 
assembly for a state charities and 
correction board, is headed by Chess- 
ly B. Howard, of Atlanta, and is 
made up of 100 citizens. 

Committee members say that bills 
looking to the establishment of this 
board will be introduced in both 
houses very soon. Joseph C. Logan, 
director of the civilian relief section 
of the Red Cross, is one who 1s urg- 
ing strongly that the step toward 
proper supervision of charities and 
correction be taken. He has issued 
a letter to department officials 
throughout the state, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that while practical- 
ly every other interest of the state 
has protection, the helpless and de- 
pendent are not provided for by the 
State government.

Omar Khayyam and His 


Home. 


(From The Kansas City Times.) 

Omar Khayyam, the Persian poet, 
astronomer and _ philosopher, was 
born probably before the middle of 
the ‘eleventh century in Nishapur, 
Khorassan. He had an excellent 
memory and a good education for 
his time, studying under the Imam 
Muaffak. He was one of the eight 
men appointed by Malik Shah to re- 


? 


ee 
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form the calendar, the result being 
the Jalalian era, so called from one 
of the king’s names. This mode of 
reckoning dated from March 15, 
1079. As an algebraist, Omar made 
his most noteworthy contribution 
to science: he was the most notable 
mathematician of his time. He is 
the author of the astronomical 
tables entitled “Zizi Malikshahi.” 
Omar Khayvam found expression in 
other scientific lines, but his name | 
will live as the author of the 
Rubatyat. 

The Rubaliyat was written in 
varied moods and tone. At times 
the author is humble before Allah; 
at other times he is defiant; some- 


times he is hopefur and sometimes Pand 


fatalistic. 

Omar’s tomb lies about 4 miles 
southeast of his birthplace. His 
prophecy that his tomb would be 
where flowers in the spring time 
would shed their petals over his 
dust has been fulfilled. Close to the 
arched portal of the entrance of 
the white walled inclosure, there is 
a truly typical Persian garden, witb 
roughly outlined walks and stone- 
coped water courses, shade trees, 
yellow flowering shrubs amid a 
profusion of rose blossoms. It is 
said that the garden is so rich in 
roses as almost to make one in love 
with death. 

The sarcophagus sg.ands beneath 
the cehtral one of three arched re- 
cesses, its niche measuring About 15 
feet- across while the flanking 
arches measure about 10 feet across 
and are empty. A couple of brick 
steps lead up to the flooring where 
it rests. The oblong tomb is a 
simple case made of brick and ce- 
ment. No inscription is on the 
tomb or the sarcophagus. 

The city of Nishapur has changed 
since Omar’s day, but there is doubt 
if the spirit is altered. Pot making 
is the chief trade. Omar describes 
the potters’ shops in the section of 
the Rubiayat called the “Potter’s 
Book.” Many shops may be seen 
here and in each a potter thumping 
his wet clay.

built, . héating plant installed, and 
other improvements made. 

Turning to the schools the mayor 
srew more emphatic. “Leave out all 
other questions and view it from 
the’ commercial side, which is ‘the 
cheapest view you can take of it,” 
he told the councilmen. “Let it go 
out to the world that Atdanta with 
all her wealth and with her banks 
bursting with money has turned the 
children out of school and the 
teachers out of a job in the winter 
time; it will be the worst advertise- 
ment that the city has ever had. You 
have got the property, tax it and 
run the schools.” 

Continu‘'ng, he said that one- 
eighth of one per cent was not 
much for any man to pay as an 
added property tax. On $100 it 
would be 12% cents; on $1,000, $1.25, 
and on $100,000 it would be $125. 

The mayor then declared that any 
man who has got $100,000 and was 
not Willing to give. $125 for the 
school children of the city ought to 
have it taken away from him. 

In conclusion he read from the 
code_the authority vested in the 
mayor and council to levy an emer- 
gency tax. He then replied to a 
charge that the board of education 
had -created a deficiency in the 
school department by raising sal- 
aries with the statement that it 
would have been impossible to keep 
the teachers unless they were paid 
more money, and that with the in- 
creased salaries they are not re- 
ate any more than they should 
ge 


Hatcher’s Resolution. 


When the mayor had concluded 
Alderman Hatcher asked permission 
to introduce a gsesolution and 
placed*before the body a aper, 
later tabled on notion of Council- 
‘man J. C. Little, in which he se- 
verely arraigned the board of edu- 
cation for lack of foresight and 
poor business judgment and asked 
council to declare that no emergen- 
cy exists. 

He was granted unlimited time to 
argué in favor of his resolution, and 
consumed several minutes in a de- 


tion, and also criticized the trus- 
tees’ management of Grady hospi- 


tal. 

“T don’t think this is a time to 
be led away by hysteria or even 
applauge,”” began Mr. Hatcher. ‘I 
have heard this council abused for 
twelve months and have seen that 
this situation must inevitably come 
in the school department. Eighteen 
months ago the schools were do- 
ing effective work. The school 
board that existed eighteen months 
ago devoted its time to education of 
the youth; politics cut but little fig- 
ure; the general sentiment was that 
the children must be educated at 
all costs.” 

“But the new board,” which he 
said enteréd office touted as non- 
partisan and free from |. politics, 
“plunged into politics from. the 
Start. The first thing they did was 
to launch a campaign to tax the 
people $500,000 to enable them to 
get funds to carry on their program. 


Scores Educaffon Board. 


“Every schoolhouse became a lit- 
tle Tammany hall and every little 


heeler,” declared Mr. Hatcher. “But 
they failed ingloriously.” 

. “Then,” according to Mr. Hatcher. 
‘they went to the legislature and 
proposed a bill to raise the tax rats 
anyhow, but the legislature 
wouldn’t do it. Then they came ts 
council and proposed another elec- 
tion.” _He claimed that they laid 
their defeat on this occasion to a 
rainy day, which prevented many 
voters from turning out and alsu 
that it was not specified on ths 
tickets what the money was to be 
spent’ for.
